rleman laid ro his charge, but of that alone 

and nothing elle: And for which he was con-. 
deran'd to be hang'd. 
; | Then he appeal'd to Paris, where the Gen- 
7 - tleman that was Prefident at the T ournelle, took 
| ſoch cognizance of what light was given- him 
in the matter, that he faithfully diſcharg'd his 
duty , to the: applauſe of his Wiſdom and E- 
quiry. For he no ſooner heard what he had 
ſpoken concerning-the Death of his Aunt, but 
he immediately commanded him to be put to 
the Wrack, where he preſently and'openly con- 
feft the Murder of the latter and his Intent up- 
| on the other. He had no ſooner dilcovered 
| theſe with all their circumſtances, but be, was 
= condemn'd to: be. burnt: at Chalons. 

Being at the moment of his Execution, and 
paſt hepes of Pardon or Reprieve,. he confeſt 
as follows, That having-made a refolution to 
tob a Colonel that lay at his Houle, he found 
wh could not compaſs it bur by his Death,

which he effe&ed thus. The Colonel uſed 
conſtantly to come hometo his Lodgings very 
late, and ſometimes very early-abour two or 
three a Clock in the morning, and not to di- 
ſtarb his Servants, he was wont to. give them 
all leave to go to bed when they pleas'd, en- 
ly leaving him a Candle lighted in his Cham» 
ber, and this was always puncually vbſerv'd, 
which Cuſtom gave Opportunity to #irgette 
according to his wiſh to execute his barbarous 
defign; which in a little time he performed. 
After he had thus murdered the Colonel,. he 
caſt his Body into the Ditch where his Aunts 
was, | and the next day feat out the: Servants 
to go ſeek after their Maſter, who he ſaid came 
not' in that night. | 

' He likewiſe confeſs'd the Murder. of two 
young Scholars that were: Sons to a Perſon of 
Qualicy. Their Father-| had ſent them eight 
hundred Livres, which they had entruſt:d him 
withal, co lay up for them. Theſe ar an ad- 
vantageous opportunity he murdered and bu- 
| ried them in his Garden , as he confeſſed, in 
ſuch a place, where Search being made, they 
found the Bodics of cwo murdered Youths.

bare Trarffiation of theſe four /horrible Mar- 

4 ders, and I leaye it to your Ingenuity to: make 
what Remarks the 'Circumſtances:of theſe Vil- 
lanies can afford, which are the moſt barbarous
